VERDICT FOR DEFENDANT. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MANNA.) 

Judgment was given for the defendant in 
the case of Matheson and others .v. Wilson, 
whic. ‘was an action to reéover £20,000 
damages from Thomas F. Wilson for an 
alleged breach of contract, dated 23rd

presence of the Ivy directors, at which his 
lordship held that Mortimer stated that he 
was acting on behalf of defendant: that he 
had instructions ftom him to buv sufficient 
shares to give him control, and that Wilson’s 
ideas were mentioned several times as to 
price, A formal document for purchase was 
draw” up, and was signed by Mortimer, 
bat the vital question arose as to 
whether he signed the proposa) subject 
to the approva] of Mr. Wilson to the deal. 
His lordship reviewed the evidenee on this 
point and said that he found as a fact that 
the defendant never had a copy of the agree- 
ment’ signed by Mortimer on 23rd November, 
1921, until he received it from the solicitor’s, 
after proceedings had been threatened, and 
that he repudiated it because he had never 
given authority for such a contract.

STORY OF A STAMPED 
ENVELOPE. 


_ (BEFORE MR." COLLINS, K.c.) 

William John Wals*, Haddington road, 
Ballsbridge, and James Joseph Gaynor, a 
-secmeenre úd postman, employed at Great 
Brunswick street, were charged with con- 
spiring to obtain, by fraudulent means, the 
sum of £18 15s. from Messrs. Messervy, book.” 
makers, trading under the name of 
* Civility,’’ Grafton street, Dublin. 

Mr. Hayes, solicitor,. who represented the 
Post Office, examined Mr, Messervy, one of 
the partners, who gave evidence as to the 
receipt of a letter, containing a 10s. 
“double” on “Star Saint” and “‘ Dresden.’’ 
It was delivered on the 14th September last 
at about 3 o’clock. If he was satisfied that 
the bet was a genuine one he won'd have 
paid out £18 15s. Both accused men called, 
one on the 16th and the other on the I7th 
September, for the money, but he did not 

av it, and communicated with the postal 
Ror s. He told Walsh that the bet 
was not*§ccepted, as it was handed in after 
the race had been run. . 

Captain Moymhan, Chief of the Post Office 
Investigation Department, said he guestioned 
Walsh, who made a statement in which he 
said that the letter was not from him, 
but was written by Thomás Gaynor, a post- 
man. He gave Gaynor permission to use 
his name and address for betting purposes, 
because Gaynor said that, being a postman, 
he could not bet in his owh name. At 
Gaynor’s request he went into “ Civility’s”’ 
office and asked for payment of the bet, 
having no suspicion that this was a fraudulent 
bet, Gaynor told chim that he had made 
& bet and had posted it in time for the 
10.50 a.m. collection. Gaynor did not tell 
‘him anything about stamping it, or that he 
delivered it at 3 p.m. 

The witness said that he also questioned 
Gaynor and showed him Walsh’s statement. 
In reply, Gaynor, in a statement which he 

» said that the letter was written by 
him at Walsh’s request, and it was not the 
case that the bet. was made on his (Gaynor’s) 
behalf. The 10s. note used in the making 
of the bet was not Walsh’s property. :

MR. DE VALERA AND 
ECONOMY. 


THE OATH DENOUNCED. 

Mr. de Valera addressed a largely attended 
meeting in the Town Hall, Galway, yesterday. 

Mr. P, J. Ruttledge said that the two 
busiest people in the country to-day were the 
sheriff and the emigration agent. The people 
were flying out of the country because they 
had no means of livelihood at home and no 
‘prospect of obtaining it. | 

Mr. de Valera said that two and-a-half 
millions were being expended on an Army in 
Ireland, That Army was not being used for 
the defence of Irish liberty against the only 
one enemy they had, and that enemy was 
England, because the supply of arms for the 
Free State Army came from England. If the 
money spent. uselessly on an Army like that 
in Iveland were saved, it would not take 
long to save the language. The language 
was in a dangerous position at present. The 
native speakers were leaving the country. lf 
the language were lost they could never hope 
to bé more than half a nation. “at 

There were only two political parties in 
Ireland—those who put Ireland first, aud 
those who put British Imperialism first. All 
the other parties were more or less artificial.

Their objective should be nothing less than 
the complete independence of the whole 
country, They were not a British Colony. 
There were very few people who believed that 
they had got their freedom If they had 
their freedom they would not have all the 
Bos trouble, with the nation partitioned. 
f a plebiscite wore taken to-morrow A 
majority of the peuple would vote for the 
unity of the country. 

Mr. de Valera then criticised the Free 
State Government’s administrative expendi- 
ture, and said that, while no one objected 
to reasonable salaries, it was. not unreason- 
able that the servants of the State should be 
cut. down to a minimum: | 

The Senate, he thought, was -unnecessay. 
If there was ahy need of a Second Chamber 
it might be one which would discuss the 
economic need of the country and advise 
upon it. 

The sum of two and a half millions was 
expended.on the Army.

COMPULSORY INSURANCE 
FAVOURED. 


Compulsory insurance, with or without a 
uarantee fund, was advocated” by Mr. 
has Hughes, barrister-at-law, in the course 
of an address on “ Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion,” delivered at the Dublin Rotary Club 
luncheon in Clery’s Restaurant yesterday. 

The legal compensation code in the Free 
State was, he said; behind that of England 
and Northern Ireland, Much of the existing 
legislation on the subject was unsuitable for 
the Free State, where the main industry was 
agriculture. : 

Alluding to the Commission set up by the 
Government, Mr. Hughes said that it was 
not clear that the Commission’s recommenda- 
tions would, be entirely satisfactory to 
workers and employers alike; but most of 
the employers and workmen who had spoken 
had indicated that in general the recom- 
mendations marked an improvement on exist- 
ing legislation. The British system, which 
was one of voluntary insurance without any 
special security funds, contained no pro- 


vision by which a person entitled te com- 
pensation would actually receive, ip all 
circumstances, payment of an award. — Imn- 
surance by employers against liability for 
compensation in respect of industrial acci- 
dent was voluntary, and was undertaken by 
insurance companies. i 

Having referred to the systems?in opera- 
tiorth in Norway and other European counties, 


for regret if the Free State’s Commission did 
not reeommend:that the only way to pro- 
vide legislation for a contingency of the kind 
unc > consideration was compulsory insur- 
ance, with or without a guarantee fund. The 
most revolutionary recommendation was. that 
with regard to the amount of compensation. 
Hitherto this had been based upon the work- 
men’s earnings. They now recommehded 
that in fatal cases the compensation should 
be arrived at irrespective of the workman's 
earnings, so that the payments should be in 
proportion to ihe needs of his dependents.

The various systems ‘under which 
Government works are carried out in 
different countries, and the conditions 
under which civil engineers are employed, 
were alluded to by Mr. A. Hassard, B.A.., 
M.A 1. in the course of his presidential 
address at the first meeting of the 1926-27 
session of the Institution of Civil Engineers 
of Ireland, held in the Engineers’ Hall, 
Dawson street, Dublin, last night. 

Mr. Hassard stated that the qualifica- 
tions for membership recently had been 
made more stringent, and it was virtually 
impossible for an application to receive the 
approval of the Council which did not 
indicate adequate professional training and 
experience. 

The use of the letters “C.E.,“ as im- 
plying some professional qualifications, 
Mr. Hassard said, was still too common. 
Anyone was at liberty to put these letters 
after his, or Aa fat ie mar they wete 
no guarantee of any engineering qualifica- 
tion whatever, an their use was distinctly 
discountenanced, bath by the Irish Institu- 
tion and by the Institution of Civil En. 
gineers in London.

PREZSIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The President then went on to deal with 
the various systems under which Government 
works are carried out in different countries, 
and the conditions under which 
Engineers are employed. 

ROADWORK IN NORWAY. 

In Norway, he said, mountain and frontier 
roads, as well as main roads, are usually con- 
structed and maintained. by the State. The 
maintenance of the main roads devolves on 
the county, with the right to wholly or par- 
tially transfer the maintenance to local 
authorities, which are also responsible for the 
maintenance of by-roads. Civil Engineers are 
appointed by the Public Works Department ; 
two-thirds of their salaries are paid by thé 
central governmerft, and the remaining one- 
third by the district in which they are 
employed These engineers are only con- 
cernéd with road work, and other engineering 
works are carried out by engineers belonging 
to the department responsible for such works 

In Sweden public works are.in charge of 
the. central government, and are grouped 
under railways, navigation canals and power 
stations, fishery harbours and road inspection 
departments.. Parliament grants the neces- 
sary funds; the Civil Engineers are in a 
national service, and officers of Army Corps 
of Engineers are employed side by side with 
Civil Engineers. 

In Holland Parliament approves State 
works and provides for the necessary expendi- 
ture in the Budget. . Provincial works are 
provided ‘for by a separate service .of 
engineers under the executive board of the 
provinces. Works involving extraordinary 
expenses are made the subject of special laws. 


IN 


FRENCH AND GERMAN SYSTEMS. ~* 


In France the preparation of plans for the 
construction and maintenance of works carried 
out by the central, provincial or local govern- 
ments, or bodies to which any of these 
authorities contribute, is in the hands of the 
Service des Ponts et Chaussées. All) the engi- 
neers engaged in this service are trained in the 
Ecole Polytechnique in Paris, a college main- 
tained by the Government. The main roads 
are constructed and maintained by the central 
government and financed by Parliament. 
Secondary roads are passed by a Government 
department. 

The construction and maintenance of the 
great trunk roads in Prussia is carried out by 
the provinces concerned, and in the other 
Federal States of Germany by the central 
governments. Secondary and by-roads are as 
a rule in the hands of the local authorities, 
with, in some instances, grants from the dis- 
tricts and provinces. he construction of 
roads serving long-distance traffic is partly 
defrayed out of the motor tax, which is col- 
lected by the Reich, but divided among the 
States for road-bvilding purposes. 

IN AMERICA. 

‘he Federal Government of the United 
States of America is only concerned directly 
with roads in Government ‘forests and 
national parks. It is, however, spending 
about 75 million dollars a year in aiding the 
Governments of the 43 States to carry out 
works of highway construction. It also lends 
to the individual Mtates various sorts of 
equipment, such as tractors, lorries, 
machinery, etc., for road buileing. The 
Federal Government, with its own funds, 
Carries out virtually all the dredging and 
other engineering operations necessary for the 
creation and maintenance of the navigability 
of rivers and harbours used in international 
or inter-State commerce. The appropriation 
for this work for the fiscal year 1925-24 was 
38. million dollars. The Governments of the 
various States, with the assistance of 
Federal grants, construct and maintain the 
main roads within their borders, the counties 
being responsible for the by-roaas.. Very 
little harbour work is done by the individual 
States, and nearly all the railways are 
privately owned and operated. The Federal 
Government has its experts in all the depart- 
ments and bureaux charged with engineering 
works, and nearly all these engineers are on 
a civil service basis. i 

THE ARGENTINA. | 

In the Budget, now unaer discussion in 
the Argentine, a sum equivalen} to 153 
million pounds sterling is ocehall 
works. ‘hese works include public 
schools, buildings for posts and telegraphs, 
hospitals, sanitary stations, ocean and river 
ports, roads and bridge irrigation and rail- 
ways. in some cases the Minister of Public 
Works will employ a civil engineer in private 
practice to prepare plans for a proposed work, 
though sometimes these plans are prepared by 
engineers permanently empl®yed by the 
Government. In many cases the Government 
offers a prize for the Yplans “which may be 
selected, and which then become the property 
of the Government. Nearly all work “is put 
up te contract. The Gcvernment rely on 
supervision for the proper execution of con- 


tracts, a large staff of civil engineers being, 


constantly employed by the Minister of 
Public Works on inspection duty.

ROSCOMMOUN, Monday. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, and Mr. 
Hogan, Minister for Lands and Agriculture, 
brought their tour of the Western counties 
to an end this evening with a meeting at 
Strokestown. No. more exhausting piece of 
electioneering exercise has been put in by 
Mr. Blythe and his colleague, and the end of 
the grand tour discovers them in a state 
perilously near to nervous prostration. 

Since they left Dublin ten days ago they 
have travelled over a thousand miles by road, 
addressed thirty conventions, received three 
times that number of deputations, and en- 
dured in their most acute form all the physi- 
cal discomforts that the climate of the West 
is capable of providing for the touring politi- 
cian at this time of the year. 

So far as the political results of the ten 
days’ activity are concerned, they are incal- 
culable. The Ministers have learned the 
minds of Western electors as they never could 
have learned them in the fastnesses of Parnell 
square or the seclusion of Merrion street. 
The difference between this and caren 
tours by Ministers is that Messrs. Blythe an 
Hogan came not to talk politics. Their hearers 
were thankful for the compliment, and re- 
turned it in the same degree. There was no 
room for Mr. de Valera or Document No. 2, 
while Miss MacSwiney might have existed 
only in the Greek mythology for all that the 
audiences seemed to know or say about her. 

The success of the tour has been - Mr. 
Hogan, whose plain talk and frank utterances 
and analysis of hitherto unpalatable truths 
made a most favourable impression on his 
farmer audiences. A practical and extensive 
farmer himself, he knows his subject 
thoroughly, a fact that commands for him at 
once the respect and appreciation of. his 
hearers, who, impressed not mierely by 
the extent of his knowledge, but by his 
obvious sincerity and ready understanding of 
their problems...One ventures to say that 
ogan has secured more votes [or his 
Government in the ten days than all the 
rhetoric for which some of his supporters and 
colleagues have been responsible during the 
last twelve months. 

The Minister could not have had a. better 
companion throughout the tour than Mr. 
Blythe, who, as keeper of the people s purse, 
had an opportunity of explaining some of the 
difficulties with which a Minister of Finance 
has to grapple, and also of answering the 
charges of extravagant administration.

The Royal Dublin Society’s season of 
Chambe music recitals wus opeued yester- 
day, when two recitals were given by the 
Lener String Quartet These players are 
well known to members of the Society by 
reaso. of their performances curing. several 
seaso:s. The quartet, which is.comprised of 
Jeno Leuer, first violhn; Sandon Roth, 
secon: violin. Joseph Smilovitz, viola; and 
Imre Hartman, ‘cello, has earned a world- 
wide reputation. It was not surprising, 
therefore, to find the Royal Dublin Society s 
Cone-rt Hall well filled yesterday. “At the 
afternoon perform: e upwards of 2,000 
persons wete present, and at night over 800 
attende”.

SCHOOLS AND THE CHILDREN. 
4t a meeting of the Trinity College, 
Dublin, Gaelic Society, held yesterday in the 
Regent House, the Auditor of the Society, 
Mr. J. Coghlan, delivered his inaugural ad. 
dress on “‘ Dublin’s Place in the. Life of the 
Nation.” Dublin, he said, was built by. the 
Danes—a city-state—in. the ninth century. 
Is it a city-state to-day’? This is an age of 
nationalism, but nations have capitals--poli- 
tical capitals and social and cultural capitals. 
To many provincials Dublin ista vague 
“somewhere ” from which the’ Post Office 
and the old “age pension are manipulated. 
Cork and other lesser cities and towns are not 
asleep, but unless some great and  extra- 
ordinary change takes place Dublin will 
remain our social, intellectual and cultural 
capital. Where we hold An Dail and An 
Seanad we also hold the Feis Ceoil, from 
whence we broadcast our laws,. we—by- the 
wireless wonder—radiate both eptertainment 
and culture. 

Dublin is likely to remain the centre of 
government and education. Sut view 
may be acted upon to too great an extreme, 
There is a temptgtion for us to overlook the 
outlying ‘facts, ahd forget that we are mem- 
ber; of one unit. There is a danger that 
the country might be administered with a 
view of the interests of Dublin and its sur- 
rounding counties alone. We are urged to 
instal the telephone, while Inishbofin com- 
plains that the only wire confiecting it with 
the mainland is out of action, and no attempt 
is made to restore it. Here we are regu- 
lated to an extreme, but it is apparently of 
little import that foreign steam trawlers enter 
territorial waters off our Western coast— 
notably at Aran—where they destroy ‘the 
fishing beds and the spawn, ruining the 
trade. of the islanders. The wireless—also 
contemptuous!y familiar within a twenty-mile 
radius of.2 RN—is almost unknown in 
rutal parts.

The Research Special Sub-Committee of 
the Imperial Conference received at its 
third meeting the concluding statements 
on the nature and work of various 
research organisations, and an official 
report was issued in Londan yesterday 


evening. 

Mr. J. W. Dulanty, Irish Free State, said 
that, although the Free State was but re- 
cently established, progress was being made 
in the organisation of research, particularly 
in agriculture and allied subjects. Investiga- 
tions were being Carried out by the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Agriculture on such 
problems as the diseases of potatoes and 
other crops, the breeding of cereals, seed test- 
ing, animal diseases, manuring of farm crops, 
feeding of live stock, and agricultural cost- 
ing. The results of the researches were 
published in the Department’s journal, and 
in .the proceedings of the Royal’ Dublin 
Society. 

A. close liaison was maintained hetween 
the technical branches of the Department and 
those of the British Ministry’ of Agriculture 
and:Fisheries. - The Irish Free State Govern 
ment had recently decided to establsn a 
Faculty of Agriculture in University Col- 
lege, Dublin, and a Faculty of Dairy Science 
in University College, Cork. In both facul-

BUSINESS AFFECTED BY 
COAL STRIKE, 

(Bow Our CoRRESPONDENT.) 

There ig an encouraging outlook in the mer- 
chantitig and shipping sections of the Irish 
‘linen industry. Stocks generally are low in 
all thé principal markets,’ owing to the fact 
that orders during the past year have not 
been in bulk, but have been merely to main- 
tain stocks. Buyers had no confidence in 
ricés, but it is now recognised that prices 
rave attained fairly steady Jevels, and more 
forward buying is anticipated, The United 
States, the principal market for linen goods, 
is buying more steadily.
